OW would you go about 


photographing a woman who could 
neither see nor hear you? How would you show that though she 


is both blind and deaf, she manages to understand and enjoy 


more of the world around her than most of us who have all five senses? 

Every professional photographer likes challenging assignments, and I 
have certainly had my share of them. I’ve made pictures of Gandhi at a 
prayer meeting near New Delhi; of motorcyclists riding a “death wall;” 
of an outdoor carnival at night; of Kentucky mountaineers; of ballet 
performances in color. Each of them presented special problems, but none 
of them was as challenging as the job of photographing one gentle, 
sensitive woman who lacked the two senses most of us prize highest. 

The difficulties of this assignment were not physical ones which could

MILTON GREENE 


tashions man of the hour

HEN MILTON GREENE, once a box-camera amateur, hit Life 
with his first cover and inside spread on women’s low-priced 


blouses (April 24, 1950) he opened a new phase of his own career 

and began a series of assignments that quickly revealed him as one of 
the most refreshing of the current crop of big-time fashion photographers 
In the field of the shifting hem-line and the bra-boomed bosom, 
Greene is the young man of the hour.

n Life was as surprising to some as might be Dali’s appear- 
ance in National Geographic, these pictures, made in th« 
Virgin Islands, resolved all doubts once and for all. If in the 
past Greene had gone off from time to time on sorties of 
experimentation and come up with his share of blurred, 
nervous pictures, his new fashion pictures were solid and 
healthy. Greene actually had done a simple and refreshing 
thing—restored sex to the traditional anemic fashion model 
without depriving her of one jot or tittle of her grace or 
beauty. 

Greene’s achievement was really something of a minor 
miracle. He took the iced wax works out of Vogue’s freezer 
ind brought them to vivid life so that men could actually 
sense the warmth throbbing beneath the frocks which their 
wives admired for other reasons.

OOD pictures rarely come to 
G the photographer; the guy 

with a camera has to go to 
them. But even if you don’t carry 
a crystal ball in your gadget bag 
you can anticipate action and pre- 
dict where exciting pictures are 
bound to happen. Common sense, 
an alert eye, and patience pay off 
in “stoppers” like the photographs 
in this amusing series by Angus 
McDougall of the Milwaukee 
Journal staff. 

McDougall and his 4x5 Graflex 
went hunting for feature pictures 
one rainy afternoon when assign- 
ments were light. The downpour 
was over when he noticed a puddle 
at a busy intersection in downtown 
Milwaukee; rain had filled a de- 
pression left by street repairs and 
formed a pool too long for pedes- 
trians to walk around and too wide 
to jump across. “This is_ it!” 
thought McDougall, and readied 
his camera for some fast shooting. 

In the space of a few minutes he 
recorded unhappy citizens using 
every method for crossing the pool 
short of imitating Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh’s act with a cloak. The shots 
are particularly effective because 
of their completely candid quality 

“Most people were so preoccu- 
pied with the puddle that they 
didn’t even see my camera,” says 
McDougall.

Miniature photography really has grown up in the last 


quarter of a century! Here’s the whole story 


from beginning right up to the latest techniques 


newcomer, and called it a mere toy or gadget; others 
hailed it as the “universal camera” that could solve all 
photographic problems. The truth, as revealed by a 
quarter century of experience, lies somewhere between. 
A mighty midget indeed, the 35-mm camera provides a 
new approach—a more direct way of recording life on 
sensitized celluloid. But it has by no means replaced all 
other types of cameras. 

The miniature was born in the brain of Oskar Bar- 
nack, a German photographer who developed a still 
camera that could make single-frame exposures on 


» 
movie film. His invention was intended as a film-testing 
device, but he soon saw it had other, more exciting pos- 
sibilities. In 1914, Barnack’s first 35-mm model was 
ready, but World War I interrupted his work. In 1925, 
a perfected model—the first Leica—was launched in 
full-scale production. 

A few clear-sighted men early recognized the 35-mm 
camera for what it was—an instrument that could do 
much to close the gap between seeing and taking a 
picture. There were giants of the miniature camera in 
those days—Dr. Paul Wolff who helped create a new

school of photography ... Dr. Erich Salo- 
mon, a pioneer photo-journalist who recorded 
contemporary history with behind-the-scenes 
coverage by existing light . . . Vogue’s Remie 
Lohse who shot candid pictures of fashion and 
society .. . Tom McAvoy who scooped the 
best press photographers in the nation when 
he took the first candid shots of a President in 
action (Roosevelt signing the 1935 Brazilian 
trade agreement) ... Alfred Eisenstaedt who 
brought his skill from Germany to the pages of 
Life, and recorded the American scene with 
great impact .. . Henri Cartier-Bresson who 
added new dimensions to photography in bril- 
liant and startling pictures of Europe before 
World War II. 

But there were those who misunderstood, 
too. The 35-mm camera, so easy to carry and 
easy to hide, made possible a new kind of pho- 
tography that many eagerly seized upon. This 
was the era of the “candid camera” craze, 
when thousands of miniature camera owners 
used their equipment as “peeping toms” to 
capture unposed pictures, often in bad taste 
and violating privacy. Others turned to sub- 
jects unsuitable for 35-mm reproduction, and 
vied in concocting super-finegrain developers 
and making mural-size blow-ups. The slo- 
gan, “big pictures from little negatives,” be- 
came the be-all and end-all of photography. 
Under these circumstances, lasting satisfac- 
tion was impossible, and interest in the 35-mm 
camera began to decline. 

Then, in 1935, a miracle of science brought 
color on Kodachrome within reach of most 
amateurs, and started a boom that has been 
going strong ever since. Today, it is estimated 
that more than 90 percent of 35-mm owners 
use their cameras mostly for color. During the 
past few years, depth, too, has been added to 
color on 35-mm film with the rebirth of stereo. 

Black-and-white 35-mm photography has 
enjoyed an upswing in popularity of late, es- 


‘ pecially among magazine photographers. Men 


like W. Eugene Smith, David Douglas Duncan, 
Leonard McCombe, Dan Weiner, and Ed Fein- 
gersh give penetrating glimpses into reality 
through the ultra-fast lenses of their 35-mm 
cameras. They have acquired a_ stripped, 
streamlined technique that reduces mechani- 
cal operations to bone-bare essentials; they 
push themselves and their equipment to the 
utmost in trying to fuse the things they see 
into the things they record. The result is truly 
great photography. 

Where does 35-mm go from here? Its future 
is unpredictable, but one trend stands out 
clearly in the work of contemporary masters 
—use of existing light. More and more pho- 
tographers are discarding flash and floodlights 
because they tend to destroy mood and over- 
emphasize values. In his search for greater 
realism, the photographer of 1951 depends on

the illumination already existing in the picture 
setting—whether daylight, moonlight, light 
from ordinary tungsten lamps, or even candle- 
light. Of course, photography by existing light 
is nothing new, as the early work of Salomon, 
Eisenstaedt, and others show. But never be- 
fore has this technique been so popular or so 
highly developed. 

Tough problems arise when the level of 
illumination is low; fast lenses must be com- 
bined with slow shutter speeds, super devel- 
opers must be used to boost film sensitivity. A 
whole new technique for taking pictures in 
poor light has been developed to solve these 
problems. Of this, we'll have more to say 
later. The answers have been found, and many 
photographers claim they can record on film 
any scene they can see with their eyes. 

The 35-mm camera is a responsive tool in 
the hands of those who know how to use it. 
At its best—when equipped with a fast lens— 
it is unmatched in its ability to grab life on the 
run and crystalize forever a living moment in 
space and time. At its worst, equipped with a 
poor, slow lens—it can be frustrating. To 
understand the capabilities and limitations of 
the miniature, we first need to take a close 
look at the camera itself.

Tue KEY to 35-mm photography is the size film 
used. Miniature cameras were designed to put en- 
largeable negatives on strips of 35-mm movie film; 
from this simple but revolutionary idea stem both 
advantages and disadvantages, exciting opportuni- 
ties, and dangerous pitfalls. The small-size negative 
material of these cameras also calls for special 
picture-taking and processing techniques which you 
should understand if you want to get the most from 
miniature photography. 

An obvious result of using 35-mm film is seen in 
the size of the camera itself: most 35-mm cameras 
are small enough to fit the flat of your hand or slip 
easily into a coat pocket. Because they are so light- 
weight, easy-to-carry, and take up so little room 
they appeal both to casual snapshooters who want 
a convenient camera for week-end outings and to 
professionals who must work where bulky equip- 
ment is a handicap. This extreme portability, plus 
eye-level finders and speedy operation, make the 
35-mm camera particularly useful when you want 
to photograph fast-breaking action or record an un- 
expected scene. In fact, the qualities most often 
associated with 35-mm pictures—spontaneity, can- 
didness, informality—are in large part made possi- 
ble by the small size of camera and film. 





A fine 35-mm camera, like a fine watch, represents 
precision craftsmanship—and this costs money 
Small size, such an advantage to the user, makes 
the 35-mm camera a difficult product to mass- 
produce on an assembly-line basis.

(its ability to transmit light) depends on the ratio 
between the diameter of the lens aperture and i 

focal length. The longer the focal length, the wider 
the lens aperture you need to transmit the same 
amount of light to the negative. Here is where the 
short focal length of 35-mm cameras offers a big 
advantage: an f/2 lens for a miniature camera with 
a focal length of 50-mm, has an aperture of 25-mm 
or one inch in diameter; an f/2 lens, say for a press 
camera with a focal length of 135-mm, would have 
an opening of about 68-mm in diameter or more 
than 24% inches—a whopping big lens indeed! The 
optical difficulties of grinding such a large lens 
would be great, to say nothing of the cost. So you 
can see why ultra-fast (f/2 or better) lenses are 
practical only for short-focal-length miniature 
cameras, and why photography under “impossible” 
existing light is monopolized by users of 35-mm. 

Short focal length gives the miniature camera an- 
other advantage—great depth of field even at wide 
lens apertures. At small lens apertures you have a 
good margin of safety in case your focusing isn’t 
right on the nose, and you can take pictures with 
everything in focus from foreground objects to dis- 
tant background. Of course, extreme depth of field 
isn’t always necessary or even desirable, but much 
of the time it’s a mighty useful characteristic. 

Film for 35-mm cameras comes in ready-to-use 
cartridges of 20 or 36 exposures, or can be purchased 
in bulk form and loaded into special magazines for 
insertion in the camera. The first method, with 
daylight loading cartridges, is more convenient, but 
also more expensive—averaging roughly 4 cents an 
exposure at current prices. By loading the film 
yourself you can cut this cost to a fraction of a cent

First, the viewfinder usually is at eye-level 
which gives you a stronger feeling of photo- 
graphing what the eye sees, but may be awk- 
ward when your subject is below eye-level.

steadiness is particularly important because 
even slight blur due to camera motion will be 
exaggerated many times in enlargement.

The Kodak Handbook recommends 
the above formula as a fast-acting 
variation of D-76 which cuts in half 
the normal developing time of 17 
minutes at 68 F. But many experts 
in existing-light photography use 
D-76-F to increase film sensitivity 
by prolonged development. For ex- 
ample, Plus-X film (100 Weston) 
can be boosted to an effective speed 
of between 200 and 300 Weston when 
developed in D-76-F for 7% min- 
utes at 70 F, and even higher speeds 
with longer development. By re- 
placing the Borax with an equal 
amount of Kodalk, you can get 
speeds of 400 Weston and higher, 
but more grain will appear. Some 
users of D-76-F prefer to develop 
their 35-mm films in trays by in- 
spection because this allows more 
accurate control. But after a little 
experimenting you can get satisfac- 
tory results from the time-tempera- 
ture method. D-76-F should be dis- 
carded after one-time use 


ARE AND CLEANLINESS—that’s the secret to 
successful darkroom work with 35-mm film. Ac- 
tually, the basic procedure for developing minia- 
ture film is the same as for developing any other size 
roll film: you load it in a tank, put it through developer, 
stop bath (or three-minute rinse), and fixing bath, then 
wash and dry. But because each tiny negative area will 
be blown up many times actual size, you need to be par- 
ticularly careful about avoiding grain, fingerprints, dust 
spots, scratches, and water spots 
Some pros and advanced amateurs develop 35-mm 
film in trays by inspection (see “Processing for Maxi- 
mum Speed,” above), but this takes a keen eye and 
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for maximum speed

plenty of practice. Time-temperature development in 
light-proof tanks is much more convenient because only 
the loading must be done in total darkness, and handling 
the film is cut to a minimum. 

To insure success, follow this three-point plan: 1) 
clean all equipment thoroughly before and after using; 
make sure that developer isn’t carried over into the fix- 
ing bath, and vice versa. If sediment or dirt appears in 
any of your chemical solutions, filter them through 
absorbent cotton. 2) Handle films with great care, hold- 
ing them by the edges only. Protect them from dust as 
much as possible during drying. As an extra precaution 
against scratches and reticulation, use a hardening stop

bath. 3) Follow strictly the time-temperature recom- 
mendations included with your developer. Make sure 
that developer, stop bath, fixing. bath, and wash all are 
the same temperature. (About five degrees variation 
between solutions is the most you should allow.) 
There are many excellent finegrain developers on the 
market, both in powdered form you can mix yourself, 
and as ready-to-use liquids. For those who like to make 
their own developer we have included two easy-to- 
prepare, dependable formulas—one for fine grain, the 
other for maximum speed. D-25 makes a good finegrain 
developer for normally-exposed negatives; D-76-F in- 
creases film speed (with some increase in grain) and 


makes possible pictures by poor light. 

A good enlarger is a must if you want quality, large- 
size enlargements from 35-mm negatives. Make sure 
that lens and film are free from dust before printing, and 
double-check to be sure the film lies flat in the negative 
holder. If scratches show up, try wiping a little vaseline 
across the film. 

Processing 35-mm is a challenge. This exacting tech- 
nique calls for practice, patience, and constant attention 
to details before you can win success. But there’s noth- 
ing mysterious or impossibly difficult about it. Anyone 
who is willing to take pains with his work can turn out 
high quality 35-mm negatives and enlargements.

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Projection is most effective way of showing 
35-mm color slides to several people at once. 
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Tirry-FIvE MILLIMETER color photogra- 
phy is such a popular pastime that it’s practically 
a self-contained hobby in itself. The reasons for 
this popularity aren’t hard to find: in the first 
place, the cost is within range of most budgets 
about 17 cents per picture; it’s easy to do if you 
follow a few simple rules concerning exposure; 
mounted slides can be projected on a screen and 
enjoyed by the whole family at once; and you 
don’t need a darkroom unless you are interested 
in processing and prefer to develop your own 
Ansco Color film for an hour and a half. The 
easiest if not the most fascinating way is to drop 
it off at your favorite commercial color finisher. 
(Kedachrome, of course, goes to Eastman’s own 
processing laboratories.) Most important of all 
is the satisfaction and excitement of shooting pic- 
tures in real-life colors. 

When you use 35-mm color, your end result is 
a set of 35-mm color slides which are returned to 
you in 2x2-inch slide-mounts ready for projec- 
tion—unless you ask the finishing lab to send 
them back in continuous 35-mm strip form for 
use in strip-film projectors. If you don’t care to 
project your color slides, you can look at them in 
handy magnifying viewers or have them enlarged 
in the form of color prints in sizes ranging from 
2'%x3% to 8x10, and larger. 

Many 35-mm camera owners insist that it’s as 
easy if not easier to get consistently good results 
in color as in black-and-white. This claim isn’t 
too difficult to believe when you consider the fact 
that daylight-type color film is balanced to give 
optimum results in full sunlight. A safe average 
basic exposure for full sunlight is 1/50 second at 
{/6.3 (about half-way between f/5.6 and f/8).

There are frontiers beyond realism waiting to be explored, and 


Willard Conrow points the way up one exciting road 


VER SINCE Daguerre, photography has been an 

exciting adventure. In the beginning the medium 

was hemmed in by almost impossible limitations, 
which were to be defied and conquered by adventurous 
men. Step by step horizons were pushed farther and 
farther back, and with each new conquest, new fron- 
tiers were opened up for exploration in the long quest 
for creative freedom. 

Today the quest continues. Color film has opened new 
frontiers and at the same time imposed new limitations. 
Still, photographers seek new ways to express them- 
selves, and these are adventures of the first water. It 
is not easy to express ideas with color film, but there are 
always men like Willard Conrow of Pasadena, Calif., 
who are in there trying. Conrow not only scoffs at the 
notion that color film imposes limitations, but proceeds 
to use it to express abstract ideas. 

Conrow refuses to be bound to literal presentation of 
subject matter, and pushes his camera up imaginative 
roads, producing symbolic pictures like those on the 
facing page. Whether you like these pictures or not, 


they are adventures—adventures of a mind with a cam- 
era—and as such are worth studying. 

The idea is the thing. Take for example the idea of 
man’s struggle with time, and the futility of trying to 
escape from it. Hackneyed? That’s precisely why it 
needs a mind like Conrow’s to see it from a new angle 
and say it in a new way, as he has done in “Time and 
Face.” 

The face, the watches, the pearls, the dice are all things 
we see every day, things to which we customarily attach 
literal meanings. A face means a lowed one, or just some- 
body in a crowd. A watch means time to go to work, 
or time to eat or sleep. Pearls mean wealth and ele- 
gance, and dice stand for chance. But to find in the 
picture all that Conrow has put there, we need to shake 
ourselves free of these literal meanings. 

The mask could represent all men. The blank watch 
faces might symbolize infinite time. The pearls could 
be, as Conrow says they are, “elements of life and space,” 
and the dice might signify inevitable defeat and futility.

how fast, easy, and economical it is to use 

“bottled sunshine?” Whether you’re a tyro or a 
veteran, you'll be interested in a simplified plan for 
flash photography that I’ve worked out over the past 
10 years, and which has enabled me to get consistently 
good results with a very minimum of equipment. 

But first, here’s what flash does for you: (a) It gives 
you enough light for fast action-stopping shutter speeds 
plus small lens openings for maximum depth of field; 
(b) being compact, it is easily carried; (c) it makes you 
independent of current supply and existing lighting; (d) 
you don’t need an exposure meter for flash; (e) you 
need no tripod, if a synchronizer is used, and thus can 
move freely for best camera position. 

Now, about equipment. For Open Flash (which 
simply means set the camera on a tripod, open the 
shutter, fire the flashbulb, close the shutter) we will 
want a shutter with Bulb or Time setting, tripod or 
other support, battery case and reflector. For synchro- 
nized flash, we'll need a camera with synchronized 
shutter or an accessory tripping device, battery case, re- 
flector, and a three-foot cord. Additional desirable ac- 
cessories include: Ten-foot length of electric cord with 
male plug on one end (to fit battery case extension out- 
let) and a 3-way outlet on the other end; one midget 
bulb adapter (2%-inch length) for each midget flash 
source to be used; clamp-on bowl reflector (mine has a 
diameter of nine inches) with 10 to 20 feet of extension 
cord attached; light stand. 

For a practical demonstration of the versatility and 
simplicity of this equipment, I’d like you to join me at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Walter Bergmann of Mount 
Vernon, N. Y., whose family and friends were having a 
get-together while I took pictures—shown on these and 
the following pages. 


Hi: YOU ever made a flash shot . . . discovered 
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One midget bulb adapter (2!/2-inch length, 
osting about 59 cents} will be needed for 
each flash source planned. Midget bulbs are 
heaper, take up much less room than the 
standard base variety, and their light is ade- 
quate for most shots. For instance—to make 
a comparison with a photoflood light source 
—on an average scene where one midget 
flashbulb provides enough light for an ex- 
posure of 1/200 sec at f/16, the use of one 
No. 2-A Reflector floodlamp would necessi- 
tate an exposure of 1/25 sec at £/3.5. You can 
mmediately see the advantage of flash here. 








Simple flash work needs only camera, solid 
support, and hand-held flashgun (for open 
flash), but desirable accessories include the 
three shown left and below. At left is an ex- 
tension link, which consists of 10 feet of elec- 
tric cord (No. 16 gauge) with a male plug 
{to fit battery case extension opening) on 
one end, and a 3-way outlet on the other. 
(Giles uses a white outlet plug because it is 
more readily seen on dark floors). This link 
allows you to use additional flash to improve 
modeling, light backgrounds, and to simulate 
source lighting by piugging in room fixtures. 





Socket, bow! reflector with spring clamp, 
and 10 to 20 feet of cord attached (costing 
about $3) combines to make an extension flash 
fixture which can be clamped to any suitable 
projection for best lighting results. Light- 
stand gives the photographer more freedom 
in placing clamp-on. The aluminum telescop- 
ing stand shown cost about $15, but suitable 
ones can be purchased for as little as $2. 
Now, with this review of needed equipment 
in mind, let's turn the page—where the au- 
thor shows how he uses such equipment, and 
the variety of pictures possible with it.

the subject it outshines the sun. Thus we have enough 
illumination so that we can stop down our diaphragm 
for adequate depth of field, we can use faster shutter 
speeds to near-freeze a snappy dance action, or capture 
the peak of a facial expression . and we can bounce 
the light off the ceiling or wall to achieve that softer 
available-light effect. Follow through on the taking of 
each of the one-bulb flash pictures shown here, and then 
turn the page and see the equally delightful results pos- 
sible with two-bulb and three-bulb arrangements.

Bounce flash was used on this 
shot to give it a soft, room- 
lighted quality and to balance 
the flash with the light stream- 
ing through the window.

T’S A question as old as photography: What 
] makes a picture good? Can technique save a 

weak photograph—and does 
ruin a good one? 

Martin Munkacsi insists that technique must 
follow content—it must be a servant, not a mas- 
ter. When it dominates the imagination and be- 
comes more important than the creative eye, the 
photograph is doomed. “It is the picture’s con- 
tent, the message, that is important, not the way 
it is delivered,” he says. “So long as the message 
arrives in good order, it doesn’t matter how it is

conveyed.” He illustrates his point with the four 
pairs of pictures on these pages. In each case a 
technically good photograph faces one which has 
distinct shortcomings. But without exception, 
Munkacsi feels, the “good” ones are dead and 
dull, while the “bad” ones vibrate with life 
What accounts for this paradox? Let’s look at 
the pictures. In the photograph of the horse 
trotting in the surf on the opposite page, a fast 
shutter has caught the animal in motion. The 
composition is good and the lighting is excellent. 
But there is something lacking. Just what it is we 
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Achieving depth of field in a moving subject like this was phenomenal feat in 1921, before advent of fast 
emulsions, yet picture is commonplace besides that of small West African native boy, in which Munkacsi man- 
aged to catch spontaneous feeling of suspicion. Here imperfect technique contributes to picture's success. 


may not know until we hold it beside the shot of a run- 
ning nandu—a kind of ostrich of the Argentine pampas. 
Here all is a galloping blur; motion is the essence of 
the picture, and a rather slow shutter with the camera 
sweeping in the direction of the bird’s movement has 
preserved it for us. Motion is the “content” of both 
pictures, and all the sparkling quality of the horse and 
rider could not save it from mediocrity. 

When high-speed films were unknown, a subject 
like the Budapest bather presented problems in ex- 
posure and depth of field. Munkacsi could have taken 
pride in his 1921 technical success, but the picture does 
not please him—or us—as much as the one he made of 
a small boy in West Africa. In this case again, motion 
is emphasized because it has not been “frozen.” 

The two Southwestern Indians Munkacsi found in 
Tucson look in this picture just as they have looked in 
a thousand very good tourist snapshots. There is im- 
agination again in the lighting and composition, and 
exposure was obviously perfect. But all this technique 
does not succeed in removing the superficial quality

of the resulting picture. Look now at the two ragged 
Persian shoe-shine boys. It’s a shot Munkacsi must 
have made in a hurry, without the time or inclination 
to worry about technique. The composition is weak, 
and the background is haphazard—but the boys are 
there, as surely as if they were standing before you 

The two Negro laborers who posed for Munkacsi’s 
studio photograph were well made-up, artistically ar- 
ranged, and shot from an angle which gives them a 
feeling of strength. But they are, after all, posing—not 
poised for hard labor. Beside the straining oarsmen, 
they are inanimate objects. There is spontaneity here 
which no amount of forethought and perspiration on 
the part of the photographer can simulate. 

A lesson in all this? Munkacsi thinks so: Learn 
technique thoroughly—and forget it. “Technique is 
cold, content is warm,” he says. “Warm human emo- 
tions, when subjected to the cold, metallic rules of so- 
called technique, become useless to photography.” 
Pictures that live are not made “by the book” but with 
the heart.—®

room that sunny afternoon last November. As the 

Washington news photographer for the New York 
Times, I'm kept jumping most of the time and the 
morning had been busy primarily with Presidential 
callers. But now they’d all left, and the President 
himself had gone across the street to Blair House 
for an afternoon nap. 

There was nothing coming up except a routine 
monument dedication at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery—the President was to honor a British military 
hero. As the time approached, I nonchalantly gath- 
ered up my gear and climbed in an auto with other 
photographers. Slowly we drove along beside the 
White House grounds, and neared the stop light at 
Pennsylvania Avenue, just a few hundred feet from 
Blair House. 

Suddenly shots rang out .. . then shouting. In- 
stantly, the word “assassination” flashed across our 
minds as we grabbed our cameras and fell over each 
other leaping from the car. My nerves tensed as I 
galloped toward Blair House entrance and took in

the scene. One wounded White House policeman, 
with pistol drawn, was down on one knee in the 
middle of the avenue. Another officer lay near death 
at the guard’s box at adjoining Lee House. Bodies 
of two civilians were nearby. 

For a split second, a wave of relief swept through 
me. I saw that none of the victims was the Presi- 
dent. Then, methodically, I began to bang away with 
my camera. First, I photographed the would-be 
assassin at the foot of the steps leading into Blair 
House, then the dead assailant who had toppled over 
a boxwood hedge and died in the grass plot nearby 

From there, I made a shot of the dying White House 
guard, the officer in the street, and a view of the 
Blair House as secret servicemen and police swarmed 
the scene. 

Later I realized I had taken thirteen shots in fifteen 
minutes. With one of these, a picture of a guard 
replacing his pistol over the body of one of the assail- 
ants, I captured the coveted first prize in the recent 
White House Photographers’ annual contest. Subse- 
quently, I was congratulated by the President him- 





self for having won top honors in the contest 

True, this does not happen every day—and a pho- 
tographer never knows when to expect something 
hot to break. This is one of the main difficulties 
which make White House coverage a headache, yet 
exciting. But it’s not only a shooting that makes 
news at the White House .. . for virtually anything 
that happens there is of interest. The eyes of every 
citizen are always focused on this white building 
on Pennsylvania Avenue. For that reason, every 
presidential move, action, or utterance is significant. 
A congressman, for example, may express his opin- 
ion on the world crisis and get two paragraphs in 
the paper. The President, however, may do the same 
and get two columns. Indeed, White House coverage 
is definitely of great importance. 

In short, this photographic coverage involves keen 
competition, unforeseen events, photographic limita- 
tions, and, at times, unnerving hazards. The day 
begins calmly with the presidential appointment list 
on the press room bulletin board. This hints at what 
to expect each day at the White House, but it does 
not clearly disclose the difficulties and hardships of 
daily coverage.

It has been said that “the film comes out of the cam- 
era, but the picture is produced in the darkroom.” 
This is true, for enlarging is a challenge to the skill 
and imagination of the individual photographer. 

A good print has technical perfection as a basic 
ingredient, so establish a definite darkroom routine 
and use it often. Soon you will perform numerous 
steps without thinking, and your major effort will be 
spent on the end result and not on the method in- 
volved. Cleanliness should be the watchword. Rinse 


Remember that a good enlarger is a long-term in- 
vestment that pays off in satisfying pictures. Your 
dealer will advise you according to the size negatives 
you make. He will also provide paper in two or three 
grades, necessary chemicals and instructions for mix- 
ing developer, short-stop, and fixing bath, and any 
accessories you may want. 

This picture story shows each important step in 
making an enlargement. Follow it and you'll have no 
trouble mastering this fascinating process.—®

and understanding between photographer and 





model, it is fortunate for posterity that his 
cirele of friends was broad, and drawn from 
the cream of European intellectual and _ po- 
litical society. He knew the writers Balzac, 
Baudelaire, Gautier, George Sand, Hugo, 
Murger, Lamartine; the composers Wagner, 
Rossini, Meverbeer; the artists Delacroix, 
Daumier, Courbet, Corédt, Doré; and political 
leaders like Kropotkin, Bakunin, and Leo- 
pold | of Belgium.
